The Malaga Cove School 


In your tour through Palos Verdes, 
before you have driven a mile you wiW 
be impressed with the absolute complete- 
ness of the development plan upon which 
this community is being built. 

Each region is carefully zoned for re- 
stricted residential property, with busi- 
ness and apartment sites in small areas, 
conveniently located. In addition to the 
two schools at Malaga Cove and at Mira- 
leste, further areas (some 150 acres) are 
reserved for schools and playground 
sites. Permanent park lands, including 
the golf course, to the extent of over 500 
acres more are also provided for. The 
sea shore, 4% miles in length, is to be 
forever free from private ownership and 
the 14 miles of bridle trails now com- 
pleted constitute only a portion of the 
right of way which is set aside in per- 
petuity for this purpose. 

The golf links and club house, now 
beginning its sixth year of operation, is 
already conceded one of the finest in Cali- 
fornia, and a bath house and swimming 
pool have recently been completed on the 
beach at Malaga Cove.
